On the agenda at the last City Council meeting was re¬ 
quest for Council direction on a proposal by Diablo Com¬ 
munications to lease approximately 20 acres of land, in¬ 
cluding road and utility easements, for the purpose of con¬ 
structing a communications tower and radio equipment 
buildings. The land, known as Yale Peak, is located in the 
San Gabriels, below the Mt. Wilson peak and is owned by 
the City of Sierra Madre. 

Although preliminary discussions were held in late 1994 
between staff and Diablo Communications, neither party 
had yet had enough information to determine whether or 
not it wished to seriously pursue a lease agreement. Staff 
had been advised that Diablo Communications wished to 
reconvene discussions, and in a memo to the Council, City 
Administrator Sean Joyce expressed a desire to be given 
encouragement to proceed to negotiate, or to call negotia¬ 
tions to a halt. 

Diablo’s proposal entailed their leasing Yale Peak for 
50 years at a monthly rent to be negotiated. The prelimi¬ 
nary offer was $ 1666/month, but Diablo had expressed an 
interest to go higher on that price. 

Details on the project were sketchy, but it became a 
moot point when Sierra Madre Convervancy President 
Herb Stroh said he’d “like the Council to tell Diablo ‘we’re 
just not interested’.’’ 

Vice President Caroline Brown was on hand also, echo¬ 
ing Stroh’s comments, and praising Sierra Madre’s rich his¬ 
tory of unencroached wilderness. Councilman Adams 
moved to notify Diablo Communications that the city was 
not interested in further negotiations, seconded by Coun¬ 
cilman Hester and passed without objections. Sierra 
Madre’s view and mountainscape is NOT for sale.

Lucile Flanders is well 
known throughout Sierra 
Madre. She is a member of 
the Women’s Club and she 
was a model for the Skilled 
Nursing Facility Auxiliary’s 
Fashion Show.

It came as somewhat of a 
shock to hear that the 
Flanders’ family business 
was motorcycles, a business 
they started back in 1945. 
Lucile’s husband, Earl, had 
started by making custom 
handlebars and parts out of 
his garage. “All Earl wanted 
to do was make handlebars 
and cables for his friends,” 
Lucile said. 

When WWII ended and 
the servicemen returned 
home, the motorcycle busi¬ 
ness and motorcycle racing 
boomed. Flanders Manufac¬ 
turing Company was born 
and soon occupied commer¬ 
cial space in Pasadena where 
the Twin Palms Restaurant 
now stands. 

While starting out, the 
Flanders used the basement 
of the building to house some 
slot machines, frequented by 
Earl’s buddies in the Pasa¬ 
dena Motorcycle Club. While 
not entirety legal, they helped 


to pay the bills when times 
were tough. 

Earl himself was an avid 
racer. In 1948, he won the 
crown jewel of enduro races 
in the United States, 
Michigan’s famed Jack Pine. 
Endure. He was awarded the 
American Motorcycle^ 
Association’s National 
Championship and was on 
the cover of all the enthusi-' 
asts magazines. 

Both Earl and Lucile trav¬ 
eled around the world with 
the sport. Earl raced and of¬ 
ficiated and Lucile was a 
timer. 


“The Harleys and the 
Davidsons were dear 
friends,” Lucile commented 
referring to the founders of 
the Harley-Davidson Motor¬ 
cycles. As the two companies 
grew they worked together 
often. Earl and Lucile would 
make the handlebars and ac¬ 
cessories for Harley- 
Davidson bikes. 

Struggling through wars 
and fires and raising three 
sons, somehow the Flanders 
always managed to make it, 
in fact the Flanders Company 
just kept on growing. From

Canyon Residents to Test New Parking

Canyon residents ap¬ 
proved a temporary “test” 
reconfiguration of the public 
parking area in Sierra Madre 
Canyon to correspond with 
the proposal presented at a 


public meeting in Mary’s 
Market on September 28, 
1995. This proposal includes 
the following elements: 

1) On the east side of 
Woodland Drive, adjacent to 
the wash eighteen parking 
spaces as compared to the 


current seventeen spaces in 
this row. From north to south, 
these correspond as follows: 
one 9' wide handicapped 
space (as existing), seven 
8.5’xl8.5' spaces, 5' foot 
path, six compact 7.5’x 15' 
spaces and four 8.5’xl8.5' 
spaces. 2) Adjacent to the 
existing utility pole on the 
immediate east side of 
Woodland - one 8.5’xl8.5' 
space on each side of the ex¬ 
isting utility pole. 3) A pub¬ 
lic footpath area directly ad¬ 
jacent to the wash, extending 
85' north from the Audubon 


Way bridge to the S' footpath 
access. This would be S' wide 
at the north end, widening to 
12' at the southern end next to 
the bridge. A S' crosswalk 
would connect this footpath 
to the public area in front of 
Mary’s Market. 4) On the 
west side of Woodland Drive, 
adjacent to the Kozy Komer 
apartments - four compact 
T.S’xlS' spaces. S) A public 
“no parking” area in front of 
Mary’s Market. 

The testing period will be 
determined by city staff. A 
public hearing, conducted by 


the city, will be held for com¬ 
munity input before proceed¬ 
ing with any permanent 
reconfiguration plans. 

Elements of the final pro¬ 
posal not identified in detail 
on the rendering include: 
Seven trees, mostly 24" box, 
native Sycamores (some 
muititrunked) as originally 
located in the area, low inten¬ 
sity lighting over the new 
pedestrian area, a mail box, 
rustic signage (also with his¬ 
torical information and 
acknowledgement to our

Many old-time activities 
of the old time American 
farm have disappeared. With 
the combination of adiffeient 
lifestyle, economics, politics, 
and a few others, change is 
inevitable. 

Comparatively few 
people living today have wit¬ 
nessed the making of sor¬ 
ghum, that close relative of 
molasses. Sorghum is a sweet 
mixture that looks and tastes 
like molasses, and is, or was, 
used in many of the same 
ways. Sorghum is made from 
the juice of the plant called 
sorgo, which resembles a 
skinny stalk of com. It is a 
rather nondescript-looking 
plant, but the thin stalk is 
filled with the liquid that 
eventually becomes sor¬ 
ghum. When I was young I 
ate the sweet mixture on 
buckwheat pancakes many 
cold winter mornings. It was 
a great combination. The 
sorgo plant can withstand 
cold weather, but sugar cane, 
from which molasses is 
made, also produces raw 
sugar, and requires a warm or 
even tropical climate. Not 
many farmers in my day 
bothered to make sorghum. 
Perhaps it was too much 
work for the financial return. 
But there was a farmer just 
north of town who literally

It is current practice when presenting theatrical revivals 
these days not to attempt to update but to play the script as 
written, showing the story as an impression of the thirties, the 
fifties or whatever. This leads to interesting recreations of 
costumes, sets and attitudes of a previous time with no need 
to apologize or find awkward adaptions for actions or com¬ 
mentary within the play. ThoK of us who remember those 
times find it an amusing reminder and to those of us who don’t 
it is living history. 

(Some of us find it difficult to see the 50s as quaintly his¬ 
toric - but there it is!) 

But in doing this, it must be remembered that there are two 
kinds of comedy “low” and “high". “Low” comedy is con¬ 
cerned with human frailty and bodily functions and has not 
changed much in 2500 years. There are parts of Aristophanes 
that fit right in with the Three Stooges. 

“High” comedy, however, has verbal wit and sophistica¬ 
tion and presupposes an educated background in its subject 
matter, something which can change rapidly. Imagine how 
Tom Leher or Abe Burroughs will sound 200 years from now, 
let alone 2000. Only students of history will have the back¬ 
ground to appreciate some of their best stuff. 

Critic’s Choice,by Ira Levin.currently at the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse, has both kinds of comedy in a play written in the 
50s. Parker Ballentine, a highly respected theater critic, has 
a wife who suddenly decides that she will write a play. Her 
husband has serious qualms, shared by his precocious son, 
John, who amuses himself by writing phrases of praise or con¬ 
demnation and submitting them to his father for possible use. 

A plot for / Love Lucy .right? And as the Ricardos would 
have played it, a funny half hour. But Levin has not written 
a clown act. He has more to say, about the absurdities of the 
theater world and the compulsion to credibility that critics 
cultivate and about the delicate balance between love and 
honesty. He says it well, and one can only hope that enough 
people see the play who are familiar with Anthony Adverse, 
You Can't Take It With You, and what “New Haven” means 
to the Broadway of the 50s, and similar very specific details 
of the theatrical world to realize just how witty he is. 

The casting is excellent. Thom Sanford, an SMP veteran, 
and Gisele Frazier play the Ballwtines with experienced rel¬ 
ish. Verna Chilton, another veteran, as a wise mother-in-law, 
gives solidity and charm to her role.

intended,” said Hasani Gough, LCSW, director of senior ser¬ 
vices. 

With training in the program, elder volunteers will be able 
to help their fellow seniors identify and deal with the avail¬ 
able systems in such fields as safety, health care, elder abuse 
and family services. 

Volunteers would be based at home, at church or in an 
agency setting and will be known in the neighborhood as

Dear Dr, Tami, 

My cat was in a fight several weeks 
ago with another cat. I have been clean¬ 
ing his bite wound daily with hydrogen 
peroxide but it does not seem to be 
healing. Should I take him to my vet¬ 
erinarian? 

Yes. Any bite wound should really be checked by a 
veterinarian immediately so that he can assess the sever¬ 
ity and place your cat on antibiotics. Some bite wounds 
abscess and require surgery while others need aggressive 
antibiotics therapy (oral and/or topical). 

Bite wounds do not usually heal well on their own. 
The type of bacteria found in the oral cavity and claws of 
cats can cause severe infections if bite or scratch wounds 
are left untreated.

1 was young once. 1 remember the taunt “Dare, Dare— 
Dtiuble Dare.” It meant you were being dared by your peers 
to do something you shouldn’t do. 

Today DARE has taken on an all-new meaning: Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education. This program is an attempt to 
teach kids to not do something they .shouldn’t do. 

D A R E, helps kids resist drugs and violence. The Arcadia 
Police Department, as part of its PACE 2000 project, is work¬ 
ing together with the school district to implement D.A.R.E. 
in Arcadia’s six elementary schools this year. 

Being a kid is a tough job today. Our children are vulner¬ 
able as they are faced with tough decisions at increasingly 
younger ages. The pressure to use drugs progressively in- 
crea.ses. We need to help them develop the skills and knowl¬ 
edge to make decisions and to learn how to resist pressure 
from their peers and others. 

As a start in Arcadia, fifth grade classrcxnns are being tar¬ 
geted. These students are receiving a 17-week program of¬ 
fering information, support and guidance. Otticers Toni 
Caylor and Mike Cervantes, who attended special training 
themselves, visit each fifth-grade classroom once a week for 
approximately an hour. 

The officers start off the first session by laying some stan¬ 
dard, reasonable ground rules for participation. Most relate 
to acceptable classroom behavior, but due to the subject, there 
is a need for a few special ones. An example related to dis¬ 
cussion and sharing of stories is: Use the words “someone I 
know” instead of a person’s name when sharing a story. 

Each student receives a workbook provided through 
D.A.R.E. America. The officers use this along with videos, 
etc. and the good old “chalkboard” (today, often a 
“whiteboard ”) to present information to the kids. They present 
and discuss what drugs are: a DRUG is any substance other 
than food that can affect the way your mind and body work. 

They demonstrate the different kinds of drugs; stimulants, 
depressants, hallucinogens. They name specific drugs young 
people may be faced with such as alcohol, nicotine, marijuana, 
cocaine, etc. The kids are then asked to list and discuss the 
facts they have learned. 

Sometimes the officers “lecture” to the entire class, some¬ 
times divide into groups, sometimes incorporate role-playing, 
lots of discussion—all the standard teaching processes. 

They work with getting the kids to Consider Conse¬ 
quences, Recognize ways to say NO to friendly peer pressure 
(and not so friendly peer pressure). Ways to Deal with prob¬ 
lems and stress, how to Resolve Disagreements without vio¬ 
lence and how to search for Positive Alternatives to life’s situ¬ 
ations. 

The workbooks present stories with the type of situations

* Children should carry flashlights. 

* Instruct children to stay away from open flames. 

* Jack-O-Lantems that have an open flame device should 
be placed up off the ground so that long or full costumes and 
young trick-or-treaters hands cannot come in contact with the 
flame.

* Remove objects from the yard that present a hazard to 
children (garden tools, hose etc.).

Prayer is defined as a rising of our minds and hearts to God 
to praise and thank Him, to beg His forgiveness, to implore 
His help.

We begin our prayer by humbly acknowledging our total 
dependence upon Him realizing that “We do not know how 
to pray as we ought, but the Spirit itself intercedes with inex¬ 
pressible groanings”. (Rom 8:28) The Holy Spirit penetrates 
our human ego and raises our minds and hearts to God. Prayer 
can be words, gestures or just testing in the presence of the 
Lord. A woman, who was terminally ill and suffmng greatly, 
said that she could not pray, but when she thought of God’s 
goodness and love for her, she just gave a big sigh. This, too, 
is prayer, for her the best prayer. 

Jesus set a powerful example for us; He prayed before and 
after every important event in His life on earth; at His Bap¬ 
tism, His Transfiguration, when He instituted the Euchanst, 
during His Agony in Gethsemane, and in His dying moments 
on the cross. The Our Father is the fundamental Christian 
prayer taught by Jesus Himself when He responded to the 
disciples’ request to teach them how to pray. The Lord’s 
Prayer is really the summary of the whole Gospel. St. Au¬ 
gustine maintains that all the prayers found in Scripture are 
contained and included in this prayer.
